O n F rid ay n ight and during the 
early hours of S aturd ay m orning 
Sedalia and v icin ity w as visited by 
one of the most severe rain storms 
of recent years. 


W ith in the space of a fe w hours 
aftcr^thc floodgates of the heavens 
were opened rain fell to the depth 
of 2.35 inches. 
T h e fall of rain 
w as accom panied by a terrific elec­ 
trical 
storm, and, as 
chronicled 
elsewhere, at least 
one 
building 
w as struck by a bolt of ligh tn in g, 
infficting considerable dam age. 
T h e sudden, h eavy fall of w ater 
flooded all of the streams in Pettis 
county. 
M u d d y, 
H e a th ’s C reek, 
B rushy and F lat C reek overflow ed 
their banks and the low lands were 
flooded. 
T h e Forest park line of the Sc- 
dalia E lectric railw ay 
w as quite 
badly crippled at Forest park. O ne 
bridge w as sw ept off its foundation 
and 
three 
culverts 
w ashed 
out, 
w h ile three hundred feet of track 
w as tw isted out of shape and made 
unsafe for travel. 
T h e flood covered the bottoms 
around the reservoir, and at the 
w aterw orks plant the w ater w as 
from six inches to a 
foot higher 
than it has been since the pow er 
house w as built, although not w ith ­ 
in eight feet of 
the 
high 
w ater 
m ark of 1S75. 


A t one time the w ater threatened 
to get high enough to extinguish 
the fires under the boilers, but for- 
un ately the overflow ceased bejfore 
he danger point w as reached and 
there w as no interference w ith the 
ju m p in g of w ater.

lAtra cts o f Lo ca l Interest Culled 
fro m the Co lnmus o f Ea ch 
Sewsinper,

Sedalia 
newspapers 
which were printed nearly a quar­ 
ter o{ a century ago. 
One of them was the Sedalia 
Weekly Eagle, of which the late 
Milo Blair was the editor and pro­ 
prietor. It bore the date of Friday , 
March 21, 18 7 9 . 
The other was a 
copy of the Sunday Bazoo, when 
W . H. Mugford was contributing 
his column of 
“ Bazoo 
Grist,” 
printed on Sunday , August 3, 1S7 9 . 
Each of the newspapers fur­ 
nishes some exceedingly interesting 
reading even for the present resi­ 
dents of the Qiieen City , and the 
following extracts are culled from 
the Eagle : 
Henry Lamm, then as now, was 
battling in the front ranks of the 
republican party . 
He was repub­ 
lican committeeman of the Fourth 
ward and in a call issued by him 
for a 
ward 
caucus 
he 
w rote : 
‘‘Every voter in the ward who be* 
iiieves that the party in power in 
this state is going the wrong road 
to reach prosperity , or happiness 
for the people, is cordially invited 
to meet with us.” 
In an interview with May or 
George L. Faulhaber the latter was 
asked by an Eagle reporter, “ W hat 
is the political complexion of the 
city council?” 
May or Faulhaber 
replied: “ It is mixed, and as fol­ 
lows : There’s Lamy , Latour and 
Holland, 
republicans; 
Harter, 
greenback republican; 
Kolbohn 
and O ’Reilley , labor greenback; 
W hite, 
greenback 
democrat; 
Antes, independent democrat.” 
The repo rt of the council pro- 
ceediiigs stated that a petition was 
received from Major Wm.

The First N a ­ 
tional bank was in the hey day of 
prosperity then.

was president; Cy rus Newkirk, 
cashier, and J. C. Thompson, as­ 
sistant cashier. 
The bank’s ad­ 
vertisement contained the follow­ 
ing 
information: 
“ Special A c­ 
commodations to Depositors.” 
A n event of unusual interest was 
thus referred to: 
“ The first car­ 
load of oranges and lemons ever 
shipped direct to Sedalia was re­ 
ceived by 
Grocer 
Phipps 
last 
w eek.” 
The following news items, of 
interest now to the old-timers,were 
taken from the columns of the 
Bazoo : 
“ Miss Griggs, the lady manager 
of the Western Union telegraph 
office, was in Kansas City y ester­ 
day .” 
“ Major W m . Gentry , John L. 
Hall and Judge Shirk attended a 
picnic at Sulphur Springs, Benton 
county , y esterday .” 
“ Young prairie
